COLLECTION FOR INFIRM 
PRIESTS 


On the Sunday following the 
feast of the Assumption,: August 
19th, the annual collection will be 
taken up for the sustenance of the 
infirm, aged and temporarily in- 
capacitated priests of the diocese. 

I have reminded our good people 
several times that most Protestant 
denominations have a huge national 
fund for the care of their clergy 
who may be ill or infirm, and even 
for those who are retired automati- 
cally at the age of 65 or 70. The 
Catholics of the United States 
have no such national fund; neither 
are their priests placed on a pen- 
sion list automatically. In our dio- 
cese priests themselves pay annual 
dues into a fund which is growing, 
and which is supplemented by our 
annual collection. Because of the 
heavy drain on the fund year after 
year it does not grow as fast as it 
should. The more generously ‘our 
people give to this collection the 
greater balance there will be to add 
to the Saag Fund.

“Procession of Fire” which has just 
been held at Morhange. It was con- 
structed of ladders, fire engines and 
all the equipment of the local firemen. 

The “Procession of Fire” is an an- 
nual event dating back to 1501. In 
July of that year, a formidable fire 
ravaged the city of Morhange, much 
more important in those days than it 
now is, and the 15th-century parish 
church and other valtiable buildings 
seemed doomed. To save them, the 
inhabitants of the city took a statue 
of the Blessed Virgin from the church 
and marched before the fire, carrying 
it and vowing that if Heaven would 
spare the remainder of their city, a 
commemorative procession would be 
held annually through the streets of 
Morhange. Their prayer was heard 
and the flames ceased. 

For many years Morhange held its 
procession, but in time the ceremony 
lost its importance and eventual- 
ly it. was suppressed. A hundred 
years later, on the exact date 
of the previous conflagration, the city 
again was threatened with destruction. 
The procession was then reestablished, 
and has not been neglected since. The 
entire population pédrticipates with 
great devotion.
